Ecumenism on right course, 
church council secretary says 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The 


ecumenical movement is on course, and 
signs of weakness are just a simple 
matter of developing sea legs, delegates 
to a World Council of Churches meeting 
said Monday. 


The Rev. Philip A. Potter of Geneva, 


Switzerland, general secretary of the 
council, said any problems the 
movement is encountering are just a 
result of having passed a superficial 
stage and of reaching fundamental in- 
terfaith issues. 


"There is no going back," the black 


Methodist told an interviewer. 


The Rev. Thomas S. Stransky of 


Scarsdale, N.Y., president of the Paulist 
Fathers and a member qf the Vatican 
Secretariat on Christian Unity, 
similarly said ecumenism is "like a child 
stumbling in its first steps." 


"Contrary to those who think the 


ecumenical movement is dying, I think 
it is just beginning," Stransky said. 


Some hesitation can be expected, he 


said, as participants realize the cam- 
paign "is more than joint theological 
studies." 


It "should be understood as uniting 


for the sake of Christianity's mission in 
the world," he said. "No longer should 
we ask 'what is the church?' but rather 
'what is the church to do?"' 


The Roman Catholic church is not a 


formal member of the international, 
interdenominational council, but par- 
ticipates in its activities, including the 
current three-day review sponsored by 
the council's U.S. conference. 


Stransky said church unity is par- 


ticularly needed today to help resolve 
stresses of the 1960s, religious and 
secular. 


"We no longer saw the United States 


as the most just nation in the world," he 
said. "The problems of racial segregat- 
ion and the rich and the poor loomed up. 
We did not see God blessing our 
bombers over Asia." 


"Now we are mentally tired because 


we have been plagued with too much 
too soon," he said. 


Potter and other speakers cited 


racism, a popular topic at the 
conference. 


9 Black Muslims found 
guilty of inciting riot 


BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) — Nine 


Black Muslims face prison terms of up to 
21 years each after being convicted of 
inciting a riot here that left five persons 
dead. 


An jury of 12 men, 11 of them white, 


deliberated two hours Monday before 
returning the guilty verdicts. 


District Court Judge Elmo E. Lear 


said he would sentence the nine on 
Monday. 


Defense attorney Murphy Bell said he 


would ask for a new trial and, an- 
ticipating a denial, would appeal the 
verdicts. 


The nine defendants were among 14 


Black Muslims indicted in the case. 
Murder charges are pending against all 
14. Four are in jail awaiting trial on the 
riot charges. One still is at large. 


The defendants were arrested after a 


clash with police Jan. 10, 1972, on a 
street in a black business district close 
to the center of town. Two sheriffs 
deputies and three blacks suffered fatal 
gunshot wounds. 


Authorities charged at the time that 


the blacks were part of a Muslim 
splinter group touring the country to 
gain support. 


Dist. Atty. Ossie Brown sought to 


show during the trial and in his closing 
argument that the Muslims arrived in 
Baton Rouge determined to clash with 
police. 


"They wanted to start blood running 


in the streets of Baton Rouge, and they 
did," he said. 


Bell urged jurors to ignore "vague and 


ambiguous rhetoric." He said the state 
did not prove the blacks intended to 
participate in a riot. 


The verdicts against Clennon Brown, 


26, and Toussaint L. Hale, 22, both of 
Chicago, and John Devme, 26, of 
Vallejo, Calif., were unanimous. 


The panel also convicted Robert 


Barber, 21, Ronald Crawford, 23, Daniel 
McKinney, 23, and James McMath, 29, 
all of Chicago; John Bell, 24, of 
Philadelphia; and Lawrence Brooks, 26, 
of Vallejo. 


In Louisiana, nine jurors may agree 


on a verdict. 


Brown said after the trial he plans to 


file charges in the next few days against 
persons responsible for the beating of a 
television newsman just before the 
outbreak of violence. 


Bob Johnson, a reporter at the time 


for WBRZ-TV in Baton Rouge, remains 
hospitalized in a coma with head in- 
juries suffered in a beating at the hands 
of a gang of blacks. 


Brown said several weeks ago he had 


identified Johnson's assailants but 
would not identify them until after the 
trial. He said all the suspects in the 
beating are in jail on other charges.

Industrial park restrictions 
accused of keeping out firms 


Claiming that present zoning restric- 


tions in the Northeast Industrial Park 
are hampering efforts to sell sites there, 
Aid. Roylance Pointer (14th) won com- 
mittee support Monday for temporary 
heavy-industrial (M-2) zoning in the 
park. 


Pointer told the City Council's com- 


merce and industrial development 
committee, of which he is chairman, 
that three firms have asked recently 
about locating in the park but none 
could meet the present M-3 planned 
industrial park zoning requirements. 


He said, "You almost have to knit 


baskets" to locate in the park now. One 
committeeman suggested facetiously 
that the restrictions are designed tor 
recreation rather than industry. 


The M-3 zoning category is one of 


three in the zoning code. 


Pointer said the three-category sys- 


tem makes each category "too broad." 
His committee has recently asked the 
plans commission to consider rewriting 
the industrial code to provide more 
classifications, each narrower in scope 
than those on the books now and 
eliminating overlap and duplications 
which Pointer says currently exist 
between classes. 


The commission has assigned the 


planning department to study the 
request and make recommendations. 


Pointer said the heavy industrial 


(M-2) class is itself too broad for the 
industrial park and would admit some 
types of industry that would be 
undesirable in the planned campus- 
type park. That is why he asked to have 
the M-2 class applied in the park only 
temporarily, and then only to allow the 
city to act on land purchase requests 
from firms that might be suitable in the 
park even though they are prohibited 
under the current zoning. 


"At least when you get an inquiry, 


you're ready to move," if the temporary 
rezoning is granted, he explained. 


Aid. Robert Safford (7th) asked 


whether a buyer could use his land in 
the park for anything he wanted, and 
possibly install an undesirable plant in 
the park under M-2 zoning. Pointer 
replied that the city could include 
safeguards in the form of deed restric- 
tions, such as were used in the portion 
of the park west of Roemer Road where 
land was sold under M-2 zoning before 
the planned park and M-3 category 
were created. 


Pointer also claimed that heavier 


types of industry than would now be 
permitted in the portion east of Roemer 
Road should be permitted on sites ad- 
joining a planned railroad spur track. 
The types of industry now permitted 
under X-3 zoning would have less use 
for the rail service than heavier types, 
he said. 


His chief purpose in asking the tem- 


porary M-2 zoning, he said, was to 
make it possible for the city to deal with 
prospective industries interested in 
locating in the park during the time it 
will take for the zoning code to be 
revised. Pointer estimated at least three 
months for the revisions to be made. 


Aid. Orval Polzin Jr. (3rd) observed 


that the city-owned Southwest Indus- 
trial Park used to be an "ace-in-the- 
hole" to meet the needs of industries 
that were unsuitable for the northeast 
park. Now nearly all the sites in the 
southwest park have been occupied, he 
noted. 


"Time has just caught up with us," he 


said. "You can't live with a plan that 
doesn't work," he added in support of 
liberalizing the restrictions m the 
northeast park. Aid. Peter Beckley 
(10th), elected committee vice chair- 
man, questioned Planning Director 
Jack Hetu's vision of the park. 


"Maybe he wants to turn it into a city 


park—put swing sets in it," criticized 
Beckley. 


Pointer said he will appear before the 


plans commission when it takes up the 
temporary rezoning request. 


In other action, Pointer urged all 


members of the committee to attend an 


Appleton Area Chamber of Commerce 
meeting next Tuesday on municipal 
industrial development revenue bonds, 
recently validated by the state Supreme 
Court. 


Pointer said Appleton must soon 


consider issuing such bonds as an in- 
ducement for industry to relocate or 
expand here, if the city is to compete 
with other communities for industry. 


He also urged permitting industrial 


park land-buyers to purchase sites on 
an installment payment basis, with 
interest, as an added attraction to fill 
the park once the zoning changes have 
been made.

City Atty. Vernon Lubinski and 


Mayor Chris Roepke told The Post- 
Crescent after the council meeting that 
there was a question about the check 
but that the amount involved is not the 
full $1,700. 


At Lubinski's suggestion, further 


council action on the missing utility 
money and a decision on whether to 
look further back and into other ac- 
counts for more missing funds will be 
delayed pending a meeting with the 
Chicago firm that bonded former City 
Clerk Josephine Marnocha. 


Mrs. Marnocha, clerk for more than 


20 years, resigned two weeks ago. Her 
letter of resignation came the same day 
aldermen were informed of missing 
funds in the sewer and water utility. 


Stokely Van Camp closes 6 plants 


Stokely Van Camp, Inc., has closed 


six of its seven Wisconsin canning fac- 
tories, including the Appleton plant, 
and won't reopen them unless it can get 
a labor contract settlement within a 
few weeks. 


Closed as of Friday night were the 


plants at Appleton, Plymouth, Horicon 
Columbus, Cumberland and Frederick. 
Each plant employs about 30 persons 
year-round and about 250 on a seasonal 
basis. The nonunion Holman plant isn't 
closed. 


The contract dispute is with the 


Teamsters locals 563 in Menasha, 561 in 
Sheboygan, 662 in Eau Claire and 695 in 
Madison. 


The company initiated a similar 


lockout six years ago, but the contract 
was agreed upon in three weeks, and 
planting was begun. 


A three-year contract expired at the 


end of February. Gene Appleton, 
Stokely's Appleton plant manager, said 
the dispute apparently centered around 
certain fringe benefit items. 


"If they don't come to terms, we 


won't plant," Appleton said. "We can't 
afford to get a crop in the ground and 
then have them go out on strike." 


He estimated the company would 


.have to make a decision on planting its 
pea crop in about three weeks and its 
beet croo in about a month. 


Appleton said the company gave the 


union leaders an offer, but they didn't 
take it to the union membership for a 
vote. He said the Indianapolis, 
Ind., based company was better able to 
handle the economic hardship of clos- 
ing the plants for a season than plant- 
ing and starting operations and then 
being struck. 


Union representatives could not be 


reached for comment. 


Stokely bought the Appleton plant in 


1948 from its founder and constructor, 
Fuhrmann Canning Co., who built the 
plant in 1928. 


The closing of the Stokely Van Camp 


canning plants in Wisconsin could 
mean the state will experience a drop in 
cash crop production for canning 
facilities, according to Alvin P. Randall, 
Madison, executive director of Wis- 
consin Canner and Freezers Associa- 
tion. 


The closing of six Stokely plants is 


characteristic of problems of increasing 
costs and lowered profit margins that 
face the canning industry, said Randall. 


He blamed increasing costs for con- 


tainers, labor, and plant operation at 
the same time that federal price limits 
have kept plants from increasing on- 
shelf prices of canned goods. "The 
whole industry is experiencing a flux in 
total costs." 


National companies such as the 


Stokely firm can shift production from 
one area to another if necessary, said 
Randall. Wisconsin plants slated to be 
closed process beans, peas, beets and 
corn. 


He doubted that other canning plants 


would move into the Fox Valley terri- 
tory and assume production dropped 
by Stokely. "I think that you possibly 
would lose the canning production in 
Wisconsin." 


Appleton said the Appleton plant 


produces about a million cases cf peas 
and beets per year. He estimated that 
about 4.5 million cases of sweet corn, 
beets, peas, green beans and carrots are 
produced annually in the six plants 


He said the Appleton plant's payroll 


is about $500,000 a year while the total 
payroll of the six is about $3 million. 


Officials at the Statistical Reporting 


Service, a cooperative arm of state and 
federal agriculture departments, said 
that an estimated 10,000 acres were 
planted to sweet peas in Brown, Ou- 
tagamie, Calumet and Winnebago 
counties in 1972. The crops were 
produced on 398 farms. There also were 
971 acres of red beets in production on 
50 farms.

U.S. threatens 
resumption of 
Vietnam action 


Bandits make off with $500,000 in jewels 


PARIS (AP) —North Vietnamese and 


U.S. cease-fire negotiators returned 
home today with the American threat- 
ening resumption of U.S. military action 
in Vietnam if violations of the cease-fire 
continue and Hanoi's man ruling out a 
meeting soon between Henry A. Kis- 
singer and Le Due Tho. 


"Hanoi will soon have to make its 


choice and decide whether it wants full 
implementation of the accords in good 
faith or if it prefers to take the path 
which would take us to the unfortunate 
military situation to which we hoped to 
put an end by signing the (cease-fire) 
agreement," said Deputy Asst. Secret- 
ary of State William H. Sullivan after 
talks on ceasefire violations with North 
Vietnamese Deputy Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Co Thach. 


"We have published a note revealing 


the. violations which have been com- 
mitted," Sullivan said. "We have in- 
dicated that we wish the accords to be 
faithfully carried out. We have spoken 
frankly and without emotion on these 
subjects during the past few days. I 
think that Hanoi knows what is ex- 
pected of it." 


Asked if further conversations would 


be held under the threat of new U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam, Sullivan 
said: "We don't think the talks will be 
held in an atmosphere of threat.... On 
the other hand, we are absolutely un- 
satisfied by the way the North Viet- 
namese and the forces under their con- 
trol are conducting themselves and the 
way in which they have implemented 
the-accords." 


Thach, as he boarded a plane for 


Moscow en route to Hanoi, told 
newsmen: "The atmosphere is not 
favorable at present for talks between 
the advisers of President Nixon and of 
the Hanoi government, Mr. Kissinger 
and Mr. Tho." 


He called for the United States to 


resume clearance of its mines from 
North Vietnamese waters, for it to 
resume talks on American aid to North 
Vietnam and for an end to U.S. recon- 
naissance flights over North Vietnam. 


Sources at the White House said last 


week that the meetings between 
Sullivan and Thach would be the 
prelude to another meeting between 
President Nixon's national security 
adviser arid the North Vietnamese 
Politburo member with whom he 
negotiated the ceasefire agreement. 


But North Vietnamese sources in 


Paris said Tho would not return to Paris 
unless 
Nixon did three 
things: 


resumed the clearing of U.S. mines from 
North Vietnamese waters, resumed 
economic aid talks with the North 
Vietnamese in Paris and stopped U.S. 
reconnaissance flights over North 
Vietnam. 


Thach was accompanied on his return 


trip by North Vietnam's finance 
minister, Dang Viet Chau. Chau had 
been in Paris for the aid talks with 
Maurice Williams, deputy administra- 
tor of the U.S. Agency for International 
Development; and his departure was 
considered an indication that the aid 
talks would not be resumed any time 
soon. 


Nixon suspended the aid talks and the 


minesweeping on April 19, accusing 
North Vietnam of large-scale 
movement of troops and supplies into 
South Vietnam in violation of the 
ceasefire. North Vietnam said the in- 
terruption in the talks and the mine- 
sweeping were violations of the cease- 
fire agreement. 


Thach and Sullivan met more than 12 


hours on Friday, Sunday and Monday. 
Spokesmen said they reviewed every 
aspect of the peace agreement but gave 
no details of their talks. 


NEW YORK (AP) —Three gunmen 


walked into the Air India cargo terminal 
at Kennedy Airport Monday night, 
trussed up the employes and made off 
with shipments of diamonds, emeralds 
and other stones worth an estimated 
$500,000. 


Two of the bandits forced the night 


supervisor to open a vault and remove 
31 tin boxes of gems. The third stood 
guard outside and tied up a truck driver 
and security guard who arrived during 
the operation. 


"We know you got the diamonds in 


this afternoon and we want them," one 
gunman said.

Wage-price

The bill extends Nixon's b'asic 


authority for a year. It contains none of 
thei mandatory price-or-rent-rollback 
provisions for which consumer ad- 
vocates worked, and to that extent 
pleases the administration, which 
wanted a simple extension. 


But it does contain provisions to 


which Nixon spokesmen objected: 
Authority for allocation of petroleum 
products, exemption of wages up to 
$3.50 an hour from controls, and a 
requirement that big corporations make 
public information justifying price 
increases of 1.5 per cent or more.

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Nixon accepts final 
bugging responsibility

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon today sent a $2.9 billion foreign 
aid program to Congress. It included 
$632 million for reconstruction in In- 
dochina. 


However, the projected fiscal 1974 


program did not include any funds for 
rehabilitation in North Vietnam. The 
Indochina aid was limited entirely to 
South Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia. 


In his message to Congress the 


President said "the legislation I am 
presenting today would authorize the 
continuation of our economic assis- 
tance to South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia and would provide for a 
sound beginning in the process of 
rehabilitation and reconstruction 
there." 


The 1974 proposal of $2.9 billion 


compares to a $2.6 billion foreign aid 
program that has been in effect under a 
continuing resolution for nearly two 
years. 


Congress last year failed to approve a 


specific authorization for foreign aid 
covering the current fiscal period. Ins- 
tead, the Senate and House approved 
resolutions to finance the foreign as- 
sistance at fiscal 1972 levels. 


Nixon said the importance of foreign 


aid cannot be underestimated in ful- 
filling his policy of encouraging other 
nations to take increasing responsibility 
for their own development and security. 


"The sums I am requesting," the 


President said, "represent the absolute 
minimum prudent investment which 
the United States can afford to make if 
we wish to help create a peaceful and 
prosperous world." 


One of the more controversial sec- 


tions of the foreign aid program has 
always been security assistance, which 
involves military assistance. 


In the new proposal, the President 


asks Congress for $652 million for direct 
military grants, $525 million in foreign 
military sales credits and $100 million in 
supporting assistance funds.

Dean was fired; the others resigned. 
The only new element disclosed by 


Nixon in his address was authority 
granted Secretary of Defense Elliot L. 
Richardson, his nominee for attorney 
general, "to name a special supervising 
prosecutor for matters arising out of the 
case" should Richardson deem that 
appropriate. 


A number of Congress members of 


both parties have demanded that Nixon 
himself appoint a special prosecutor 
from outside administration ranks. 


The criticism was not stilled by 


Nixon's address, although he won 
general praise for his attempts to clean 
up the White House staff. 


However, there were continued calls 


for appointing a prosecutor with no 
administration ties—a suggestion of- 
fered by Sen.

His voice husky and emotional at 


times, Nixon acknowledged at the out- 
set of his 24-minute address that Wat- 
ergate charges inevitably have raised 
"serious questions about the integrity of 
the White House itself." 


Declaring that public faith in the 


presidency must "take priority over all 
personal considerations," Nixon said: 


"Whatever may appear to have been 


the case before— whatever improper 
activities may yet be discovered in 
connection with this whole sordid 
affair—I want the American people, I 
want you to know beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that during my term as 
president, justice will be pursued fairly, 
fully and impartially, no matter who is 
involved. This office is a sacred trust and 
I am determined to be worthy of that 
trust." 


However, he emphasized in discuss- 


ing those who have resigned and others 
alleged to have been involved in the 
burglary-bugging and subsequent 
coverup, that he wanted to leave no 
implication of guilt. He said that is a 
matter for the judicial system to deter- 
mine. 


Kleindienst said he resigned because

Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman are leaving on grounds 
their usefulness has been impeded 
because of the case. 


Since March, Nixon said, Watergate 


"has claimed far too much of my own 
time and attention. I must now turn my 
full attention once again to the larger 
duties of this office." 


He said it is "essential that we not be 


so distracted by events such as this that 
we neglect the vital work before us... at 
a time of critical importance to America 
and the world."

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Quinine product users 
can collect health refund

WASHINGTON - The value of 


group legal suits, often called "class 
actions," has proved again to be an 
effective tool for obtaining jsistice for 
victimized consumers. 


The latest victory was announced 


recently in newspaper advertisements 
placed 
by 
a federal court 
in 


Philadelphia. The headline read: 


"Notice to Consumers With Respect 


to Claims in Connection With Quinine, 
Quinidine 
and 
Other Cinchona 


Products." 


With the complicated legal wording 


stripped away, the ads mean that 
approximately $725,000 has been set up 
as a settlement fund to repay buyers of 
these medicines for overcharges in- 
curred between 1958 and 1966. 


If you bought any of these medicines 


during that time — quinidine is used 
mostly to smooth out abnormal heart 
rhythm —you may eventually collect a 
health refund. But first you must sub- 
mit a statement to the court that you 
intend to file a claim. The deadline is 
June 8. 


The amount of any refund will 


depend on the evidence of purchase 
presented later by each claimant The 
evidence may be in the form of sales 
slips, letter from a druggist or other 
material. 


Some of the settlement money will go 


for legal fees and expenses of filing the 
class action suit. The defendants 
include a dozen firms, most of which 
are based in foreign countries. 


The suit is being handled by Aaron 


Fine, a Philadelphia attorney, in behalf 
of all purchasers of the medicines in- 
volved. 


It alleges that prices were illegally 


high during the period covered because 
of price fixing by the companies. 


A federal suit is also pending. It 


charges that the same firms not only 
fixed prices but sought to monopolize 
the sale of the medicines with a 
European cartel which still controls 
world supplies. 


Some of the firms pleaded "no con- 


test" to the federal charges and were 
fined from $50,000 to $100,000 each. 
Other firms were prevented from 


making similar pleas by the judge in the 
case, David Edelstein of the Southern 
District of New York. He has delayed 
further action for years. 


If the proposed settlement of the 


class suit is approved by the U. S. 
District Court of Eastern Pennsylvania, 
each affected person will be given an 
opportunity to file proof of purchase 
with the court 


There is no way to tell exactly what 


proportion of the retail price may be 
returned, because prices shifted wildly 
during much of the time in dispute. But 
Fine estimated that the proportion will 
be substantially above 50 per cent 


Last year, as a result of another class 


action suit over price-fixing, buyers of 
tetracycline drugs split up nearly $85 
million, or about half of what they paid 
originally. 


In the quinine cases, both govern- 


ment and consumer actions grew out of 
public hearings by the Senate Antitrust 
and Monopoly Subcommittee begin- 
ning in 1966. Testimony showed that 
the cartel sold quinine for as much as 
1,500 per cent more than it paid per 
ounce.

"I repeatedlv asked those conducting 
the investigation whether there was 
any reason to believe that members of 
my administration were in any way 
involved. I received repeated as- 
surances that there were not. 


"Because of these continuing 


reassurances—because I believed the 
reports I was getting, because I had faith 
in the persons from whom I was getting 
them—I discounted the stories in the 
press that appeared to implicate 
members of my administration or other 
officials of the campaign committee." 


In March, he related, "new informat- 


ion then came to me which persuaded 
me that there was a real possibility that 
some of these charges were true, and 
suggesting further that there had been 
an effort to conceal the facts both from 
the public, from you, and from me." 


At that point, he said, he initiated a 


personal investigation that reached a 
climax Monday as he turned the inquiry 
over to Richardson. 


The President argued that Watergate 


proves the strength, not the weakness, 
of the American political system. He 
declared: 


"It was the system that has brought 


the facts to light and that will bring 
those guilty to justice—a system that in 
this case has included a determined 
grand jury, honest prosecutors, a 
courageous judge—John Sirica—and a 
vigorous free press." 


The White House for many months 


had been highly critical of investigative 
reporting on Watergate by the news 
media. After speaking Monday night, 
Nixon stepped briefly into the White 
House press room and declared, as if by 
way of apology: 


"Just continue to give me hell when 


you think I'm wrong. I hope I deserve 
your trust." 


To his TV-radio audience, Nixon said 


that faith in the system, and particularly 
in the judicial process, is essential. He 
added: 


"It is essential that in reacting to the 


excesses of others, we not fall into 
excesses ourselves." 


Toward the end of his remarks, he 


said both the Republican and 
Democratic parties have been guilty of 
shady tactics based on the theory that 
the end justifies the means. He said: 


"The lesson is clear: America, in its 


political campaigns, must not again fall 
into the trap of letting the end, however 
great that end is, justify the means. 


"I urge the leaders of both political 


parties, I urge citizens, all of you, 
everywhere, to join in working toward 
a new set of standards, new rules and 
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procedures—to ensure that future elec- 
tions will be as nearly free of such 
abuses as they possibly can be made." 


After bowing his head for a few 


seconds, almost as if in prayer, Nixon 
concluded, "God bless America and 
God bless each and every one of you." 


Nixon said that accepting the resig- 


nations of Haldeman and Ehrlichman, 
his two closest personal aides, was "one 
of the most difficult decisions of my 
presidency." Describing them as "two of 
the finest public servants it has been my 
privilege to know," he said he wanted to 
stress he implied no wrongdoing on 
their part but agreed they should depart 
in order to restore confidence in his 
office.

Estimated deficit in 
budget is lessened 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The govern- 


ment Tuesday revised sharply down- 
ward its estimated budget deficits for 
1973 and 1974 as a result of rising 
government receipts. 


Secretary of the Treasury George P. 


Shultz said the 1973 budget deficit is 
now put at $19.8 billion, $5.7 billion less 
than the original estimate. The es- 
timated 1974 budget deficit is now $5 
billion, he said, an improvement of $7 
billion over the original estimate. 


Shultz attributed the improved bud- 


get figures to a rising flow of tax receipts 
"primarily because of the strong up- 
trend in the economy." 


He said total budget expenditures 


should be as previously budget- 
ed-$249.8 billinn for 1973 and $268.7 
billion for 1974. 


The 1974 budget, however, has not 


yet been approved by Congress. The 
increased revenues primarily will be 
from individual income taxes, which 
will increase over earlier estimates by 


about $2 billion to $101.4 billion this 
year and by $3.7 billion to $115.3 billion 
in 1974. 


Corporation income taxes will 


increase by nearly the same amount, up 
by $2 billion over earlier estimates to a 
total $35.5 billion this year and by $3 
billion to $40 billion in 1974. 


"This improved budget picture," 


Shultz said, in a statement to the House 
Ways and Means Committee "is a 
further indication of the firm fiscal 
policy that President Nixon is exercis- 
ing to hold down inflationary pres- 
sures." 


Government figures have shown the 


economy increasing at a faster rate than 
earlier estimated, leading to high profits 
and a greater flow of tax receipts to the 
Treasury. 


Shultz said both personal income and 


corporate profits "are on a strong up- 
ward trend" and that the state and gift 
taxes and other treasury receipts also 
are above forecasts.

early today. 


Eleven deaths have been reported and 


damages continued to mount 


The Mississippi River Commission 


said more than II million acres—from 
Wisconsin to Mississippi—remain 
under water. Destruction in the seven 
states declared federal disaster areas 
was estimated by the commission at 
more than $320 million. That figure does 
not include the future loss to farmers 
along the 1,500-mile course of the Mis- 
sissippi River. Many of them will plant 
few, if any, crops this year. 


The Mississippi and its tributaries in 


the upper valley continued falling 
today. Crests were moving south. 


In Jonesville, La., the Red and Black 


rivers sloshed over the top of a dam 
Monday afternoon, beginning a 
breakthrough that federal officials say 
will cover another 50,000 acres of flat 
delta land with water. Between 75 and 


100 families in the path of the flooding 
backwaters were ordered evacuated. 


An estimated 35,000 persons remain 


homeless from Hannibal, where the 
Mississippi has crested, to the Gulf of 
Mexico. The crest is not expected to 
reach the Gulf for at least a week. 


Officials emphasized that the worst 


has probably come and gone in the 
upper reaches of the flood area, but they 
cautioned against any relaxation. 


"People seem to be relaxing now that • 


the river has crested and is dropping 
about half a foot at St. Louis every day," 
said a Corps spokesman. 


The spokesman said homeless per- 


sons south of Hannibal should not try to 
move back yet. 


The Mississippi is expected to fall to a 


level of about 42 feet today at St. Louis. 
That is still 12 feet above flood stage, 
and officials warn that continued heavy 
rains of the type that fell Monday night 
and today in Iowa and Illinois could 
bring the rivers of the Mississippi basin 
back up. 


"A lot of places that we've reinforced 


should be okay," the Corps spokesman 
said. But he again advised families 
against moving back.

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U.S. threatens 
resumption of 
Vietnam action 


Bandits make off with $500,000 in jewels 


PARIS (AP) —North Vietnamese and 


U.S. cease-fire negotiators returned 
home today with the American threat- 
ening resumption of U.S. military action 
in Vietnam if violations of the cease-fire 
continue and Hanoi's man ruling out a 
meeting soon between Henry A. Kis- 
singer and Le Due Tho. 


"Hanoi will soon have to make its 


choice and decide whether it wants full 
implementation of the accords in good 
faith or if it prefers to take the path 
which would take us to the unfortunate 
military situation to which we hoped to 
put an end by signing the (cease-fire) 
agreement," said Deputy Asst. Secret- 
ary of State William H. Sullivan after 
talks on ceasefire violations with North 
Vietnamese Deputy Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Co Thach. 


"We have published a note revealing 


the violations which have been com- 
mitted," Sullivan said. "We have in- 
dicated that we wish the accords to be 
faithfully carried out. We have spoken 
frankly and without emotion on these 
subjects during the past few days. I 
think that Hanoi knows what is ex- 
pected of it." 


Asked if further conversations would 


be held under the threat of new U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam, Sullivan 
said: "We don't think the talks will be 
held in an atmosphere of threat.... On 
the other hand, we are absolutely un- 
satisfied by the way the North Viet- 
namese and the forces under their con- 
trol are conducting themselves and the 
way in which they have implemented 
the accords." 


Thach, as he boarded a plane for 


Moscow en route to Hanoi, told 
newsmen: "The atmosphere is not 
favorable at present for talks between 
the advisers of President Nixon and of 
the Hanoi government, Mr. Kissinger 
and Mr. Tho." 


He called for the United States to 


resume clearance of its mines from 
North Vietnamese waters, for it to 
resume talks on American aid to North 
Vietnam and for an end to U.S. recon- 
naissance flights over North Vietnam. 


Sources at the White House said last 


week that the meetings between 
Sullivan and Thach would be the 
prelude to another meeting between 
President Nixon's national security 
adviser and the North Vietnamese 
Politburo member v/ith whom he 
negotiated the ceasefire agreement 


But North Vietnamese sources in 


Paris said Tho would not return to Paris 
unless 
Nixon 
did 
three 
things: 


resumed the clearing of U.S. mines from 
North Vietnamese waters, resumed 
economic aid talks with the North 
Vietnamese in Paris and stopped U.S. 
reconnaissance flights over North 
Vietnam. 


Thach was accompanied on his return 


trip by North Vietnam's finance 
minister, Dang Viet Chau. Chau had 
been in Paris for the aid talks with 
Maurice Williams, deputy administra- 
tor of the U.S. Agency for International 
Development; and his departure was 
considered an indication that the aid 
talks would not be resumed any time 
soon. 


Nixon suspended the aid talks and the 


minesweeping on April 19, accusing 
North Vietnam of large-scale 
movement of troops and supplies into 
South Vietnam in violation of the 
ceasefire. North Vietnam said the in- 
terruption in the talks and the mine- 
sweeping were violations of the cease- 
fire agreement. 


Thach and Sullivan met more than 12 


hours on Friday, Sunday and Monday. 
Spokesmen said they reviewed every 
aspect of the peace agreement but gave 
no details of their talks. 


Wage-price 
power renewed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon has authority to control wages 
and prices for another year, voted by a 
bitterly divided Congress and signed at 
the White House under deadline1 pres- 
sure. 


The House took the final legislative 


action less than six hours before the 
authority would have expiered at mid- 
night Monday. It passed, 267 to 115, a 
compromise measure praised by few 
members. 


The Senate, had acted earlier by 


nonrecord voice vote after Sen. Gale 
McGee, D-Wyp., withdrew a threat to 
talk until midnight unless he got Senate 
action on a postcard-voter-registration 
bill. 


Nixon signed the measure two hours 


before the deadline. 


The bill extends Nixon's basic 


authority for a year. It contains none of 
the mandatory price-or-rent-rollback 
provisions for which consumer ad- 
vocates worked, and to that extent 
pleases the administration, which 
wanted a simple extension. 


But it does contain provisions to 


which Nixon spokesmen objected: 
Authority for allocation of petroleum 
products, exemption of wages up to 
$3.50 an hour from controls, and a 
requirement that big corporations make 
public information justifying price 
increases of 1.5 per cent or more. 


The division on the measure was 


across party and ideological lines. 
Several supporters said they voted for it 
only to avoid disruptions if the 
authority were allowed to lapse. 


In the House, 153 Democrats joined 


114 Republicans to pass the measure, 
while 58 Democrats and 57 Republicans 
voted no. Opponents included members 
opposed to any controls, others who 
wanted a simple extension, and others 
who wanted Congress to decree ceilings 
or rollbacks—as did the bill originally

Foreign 
aid plan 
submitted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon today sent a $2.9 billion foreign 
aid program to Congress. It included 
$632 million for reconstruction in In- 
dochina. 


However, the projected fiscal 1974 


program did not include any funds for 
rehabilitation in North Vietnam. The 
Indochina aid was limited entirely to 
South Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia. 


In his message to Congress the 


President said "the legislation I am 
presenting today would authorize the 
continuation of our economic assis- 
tance to South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia and would provide for a 
sound beginning in the process of 
rehabilitation and reconstruction 
there." 


The 1974 proposal of $2.9 billion 


compares to a $2.6 billion foreign aid 
program that has been in effect under a 
continuing resolution for nearly two 
years. 


Congress last year failed to approve a 


specific authorization for foreign aid 
covering the current fiscal period. Ins- 
tead, the Senate and House approved 
resolutions to finance the foreign as- 
sistance at fiscal 1972 levels. 


Nixon said the importance of foreign 


aid cannot be underestimated in ful- 
filling his policy of encouraging other 
nations to take increasing responsibility 
for their own development and security. 


"The sums I am requesting," the 


President said, "represent the absolute 
minimum prudent investment which 
the United States can afford to make if 
we wish to help create a peaceful and 
prosperous world." 


One of the more controversial sec- 


tions of the foreign aid program has 
always been security assistance, which 
involves military assistance. 


In the new proposal, the President 


asks Congress for $652 million for direct 
military grants, $525 million in foreign 
military sales credits and $100 million in 
supporting assistance funds.

NEW YORK (AP) - Three gunmen 


walked into the Air India cargo terminal 
at Kennedy Airport Monday night, 
trussed up the employes and made off 
with shipments of diamonds, emeralds 
and other stones worth an estimated 
$500.000. 


Two of the bandits forced the night 


supervisor to open a vault and remove 
31 tin boxes of gems. The third stood 
guard outside and tied up a truck driver 
and security guard who arrived during 
the operation. 


"We know you got the d-'^onds in 


this afternoon and we want them," one 
gunman said. 


It appeared to be the biggest jewel 


robbery here since five men took $3 
million in gems from guests' safety 
deposit boxes at the Hotel Pierre in 1972. 


One of the airport employes said that 


one of the bandits wanted to cut up the 
trussed workers before leaving, but was 
restrained by the leader. 


Police gave this account: 
The gunmen entered the terminal at 


the edge of the airport at 9:45 p.m., about 
15 minutes before the supervisor and 
five employes on the night shift were to 
lock up. 


Supervisor Luis Rodriguez and four 


others were handcuffed and gagged 
with adhesive tape. The sixth employe, 
and the truck driver and security guard 


who arrived later, were tied with rope 
and gagged. All were herded into a 
washroom and forced to lie on the floor. 


Rodriguez was led to the vault at 


gunpoint, uncuffed and ordered to 
unlock the door. Inside, he was told to 
unlock the safe. When he hesitated he 
was pistol whipped and told to move 
faster. 


Each shipment was contained in a tin 


box about 6 by 3 by 1 inch. The stolen 
gems included about 25 shipments of 
cut and polished diamonds and six of 
emeralds and semiprecious stones. 
They were sent from India to dealers in 
the United States, mostly in New York. 


The tin boxes were placed in two 


cardboard cartons. Rodriguez also was 


forced to go to a file drawer and turn 
over documents listing the value and 
destination of each shipment. 


The gunmen "seemed to know the 


operation of the airline pretty well," one 
of the workmen commented later. 


Before leaving the gunmen took the 


wallets, with about $250 total, and keys 
from the eight bound men. 


"Let's cut them up a little," one of the 


gunmen was said to have suggested, but 
the leader disuaded him and the man 
fired a shot into the ceiling instead. 


They left about 10:45 p.m., an hour 


after arriving. It wasn't until 11:20 p.m. 
that one of the men tied with rope 
worked himself free and called police.

"In any organization, the man at the 


top must bear the responsibility. That 
responsibility, therefore, belongs here, 
in this office.

for nine months, of lies by trusted as- 
sociates who, he said, convinced him no 
one in his administration was involved 
in last June's campaign burglary of 
Democratic 
National Committee 


headquarters in the Watergate here. 


Speaking from his Oval Office in the 


White House, the grim-faced chief 
executive said: 


"I pledge to you tonight, from this 


office, that I will do everything in my 
power to ensure that the guilty are 
brought to justice, and that such abuses 
are purged from our political processes 


Barely nine hours earlier, Press 


Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler had an- 
nounced, on Nixon's behalf, the- resig- 
nations of four key administration 
figures: Atty. Gen. Richard G. Klein- 
dienst, White House chief of staff H.R. 
Haldeman, presidential assistant John 
D. Ehrlichman and White House 
Counsel John W. Dean III. 


Dean was fired; the others resigned. 
The only new element disclosed by 


Nixon in his address was authority 
granted Secretary of Defense Elliot L. 
Richardson, his nominee for attorney 
general, "to name a special supervising 
prosecutor for matters arising out of the 
case" should Richardson deem that 
appropriate. 


A number of Congress members of 


both parties have demanded that Nixon 
himself appoint a special prosecutor 
from outside administration ranks. 


The criticism was not stilled by 


Nixon's address, although he won 
general praise for his attempts to clean 
up the White House staff. 


However, there were continued calls 


for appointing a prosecutor with no 
administration ties—a suggestion of- 
fered by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Main; former Rep. William Miller, 
the Republican nominee for vice 
president in 1964, and Rep. Shirley 
Chisholm, D-N.Y. 


"I do not believe Congress or the 


people will be satisfied with the results 
of any investigation carried on by the 
administration," said Sen. Henry Bell- 


mon, R-Okla. "I wouldn't be satisfied." 


But Senate Democratic Leader Mike 


Mansfield said the normal judicial 
process is adequate to handle the Wat- 
ergate probe. 


Richardson, a former U.S. attorney 


and elected attorney general of Mas- 
sachusetts, was put in immediate 
charge of all federal inquiries concern- 
ing Watergate. Nixon described him as 
"a man of unimpeachable integrity and 
rigorously high principle." 


His voice husky and emotional at 


times, Nixon acknowledged at the out- 
set of his 24-minute address that Wat- 
ergate charges inevitably have raised 
"serious questions about the integrity of 
the White House itself." 


Declaring that public faith in the 


presidency must "take priority over all 
personal considerations," Nixon said: 


"Whatever may appear to have been 


the case before— whatever improper 
activities may yet be discovered in 
connection with this whole sordid 
affair—I want the American people, I 
want you to know beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that during my term as 
president, justice will be pursued fairly, 
fully and impartially, no matter who is 
involved. This office is a sacred trustand 
I am determined to be worthy of that 
trust." 


However, he emphasized in discuss- 


ing those who have resigned and others 
alleged to have been involved in the 
burglary-bugging and subsequent 
coverup, that he wanted to leave no 
implication of guilt. He said that is a 
matter for the judicial system to deter- 
mine. 


Kleindienst said he resigned because 


of close ties to several individuals 
implicated in Watergate. Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman are leaving on grounds 
their usefulness has been impeded 
because of the case. 


Since March, Nixon said, Watergate 


"has claimed far too much of my own 
time and attention. I must now turn my 
full attention once again to the larger 
duties of this office." 


He said it is "essential that we not be 


so distracted by events such as this that 
we neglect the vital work before us... at 
a time of critical importance to America 
and the world."

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Southern 


Wisconsin buried April in record depths 
today, but inherited another threat of 
flood with which to mark the transition 
to May. 


The National Weather Service said 


the southern third of the state and 
adjoining northern Illinois might have 
flash floods, and that the threat would 
exist at least until Wednesday. 


The alert was issued while a seven- 


county area of southeastern Wisconsin 
was still recovering from some record 
inundations caused by torrential 
downpours during the weekend that 
began April 20. 


The service said rainfall in Milwaukee 


late Monday reached a record total for 
April of about 7% inches. 


The city's former April record was 


7.09 inches, recorded m 1909. 


The service-said Madison's April ac- 


cumulation, as of 6 p.m. Monday was 
6.82 inches compared with the capital 
city's 1909 record of 7.19. 


Each city also had record April 


snowfall accumulations, saturating the 
soil April 8-9 in preparation for the April 
20-21-22 rain flooding. 


Milwaukee's officially, recorded 15.8 


inches of snow was almost an inch 
greater than its 1921 April record. 
Madison's 17.4 inches exceeded its 
former mark by 4.4 inches. 


Flood damage estimates climbed to 


the millions of dollars as victims dug 


mud from basements along streams in 
several communities, road crewmen 
repaired undermined bridges and Ian-. 
downers expressed alarm over 
storm-eroded Lake Michigan shores. 


Ironically, the floods struck while the 


Natural Resources Department was 
urging legislators to reject bills which 
would modify rules under which 
municipalities are expected to enact 
floodplain zoning codes. 


The codes prohibit further commer- 


cial or residential development in creek 
or river basins within reach of floods, 
even in floodplain neighborhoods that 
might be inundated no more than once 
in 100 years. 


Some legislators want an easier 


guideline, suggesting a flood potential 
of once in'10 years. 


The relaxed guideline would allow 


cities to use more of a riverside 
floodplain for commercial develop- 
ment 


Supporters of the existing rule said 


floodplains ought to be used for parks, 
saving unsuspecting home buyers from 
sinking money in a flood-prone area and 
reducing the diversion of flood water to 
downstream property. 


The U.S. Geological Survey said the 


Menomonee River reached an 
unprecented flood flow through Mil- 
waukee's western suburbs. Yet that 
stream, it said, produced insignificant 
damage because most of its floodplain 
was set aside years ago as a parkway.

BINH DINH PROVINCE. 'South 


Vietnam—Any lingering misconcep- 
tion that this is a South Vietnamese 
civil war can be erased by a remarkable 
recent development: cadres from the 
North Vietnamese army's 3rd Division 
demobilized to fill civil political posts in 
Communist-controlled hamlets of Binh 
Dinh province. 
• 


That completes Hanoi-izing the 


Communist struggle for South. Viet- 
nam. What started as a South Viet- 
namese insurgency was long ago taken 
over militarily by North ^Vietnamese 
regulars. Now, using the ceasefire to try 
making the Viet Cong's Provisional 
Revolutionary Government more than 
a political abstraction, Hanoi has 
placed northerners as political ad- 
ministrators in the handful of hamlets it 
controls, here and elsewhere in South 
Vietnam. 


This undercuts the old U.S. doctrine 


that the war will never end until the 
underground Communist apparatus- 
called the .Viet Cong infrastructure 
(VCI) by the Americans—is eradicat- 
ed. For years, Washington pressed 
Saigon to wipe out the VCI through the. 
Phoenix program, highly controversial 
and never very successful. What is 
happening now, however, suggests that 
not the VCI but legions of,-invading 
North Vietnamese troops constitute 
the heart of the insurgency. : 


Traditional Red stronghold 


One basic reason why northerners 


are taking over politically in attempts 
to build a Viet Cong nation is the failure 
of the VCI to recover from its devas- 
tating losses in the failed 1968 Tet. 
offensive. The Phoenix program's es- 
timate of 70,000 VCI members nation- 
wide is almost surely grossly inflated. 


But if any province still has a VCI 


ready to assume administration, it 
should be-Binh Dinh, a traditional 
Communist stronghold, thanks partly 
..to the 'Saigon regime's corrupt ad- 
ministration and incompetent military 
leadership here. 
! 


South Vietnamese intelligence ex- 


perts believe there are sufficient Binh 
Dinh VCI left to govern the limited 
Communist jurisdiction. 


The answer is that Hanoi wants to 


control in Binh Difih and elsewhere 
with its own men. Hanoi's strategy in 
South Vietnam today is.principally 
military, not political. Unwilling either 
to hold elections sure to be won by 
Saigon or to begin building a new 
guerrilla^political structure, Hanoi 
relies on military muscle. 


Thus, the Communist cutting edge 


here is the North Vietnamese 3rd 
Division prowling around the province. 
After a lull late in March, the 3rd 
Division;—reinforced -and resupplied 
since the ceasefire began—went on the 
warpath" in April assaulting, govern- 
ment outposts in Binh Dinh. : 


Consider one recent night in Tarn 


Quan 'district, the province's most fier- 
cely contested area. North Vietnamese 
sappers overran an outpost manned by - 
about 20 South Vietnamese rangers 
sent up from Saigon. The toll: 16 
rangers killed—one of the bloody 
Communist ceasefire violations that 
seldom attract world attention. That 
same night, a few Communist .mortar 
rounds were fired into a nearby.village, 
abandoned during the 1972 Communist 
offensive but slowly being reoiccupied 
by refugees coaxed back by the 
government.

• The reason is mainly terror. Besides 
accelerating attacks on outposts and 
resettlement villages, there are fright- 
ening rumors (partly Communist- 
spread) of a Ho Chi Minh's birthday 
offensive on May 19.

It can attempt cutting South Vietnam 
in two with the total conquest of Binh 
Dinh. Or it can continue harassing 
village resettlement, undermining con- 
fidence in the government's ability to 
protect its citizens. Both options are 
essentially military, totally dominated 
by Hanoi and carry few elements of 
genuine civil war—a description fitting 
the Vietnam war generally today.

Moore said he would confer with the 
district attorney later this week to 
determine whether any charges would 
be brought against Hertel or against 
Thomsen and Kowalkowski. The 
decision on filing of charges will be up 
to the district attorney, Moore said.

- reports, Hertel was traveling south on 


County Truck A and his car struck the 
three boys from behind. Wissink was 
killed instantly. Thomsen received only 
minor injuries, but Kowalkowski is still 
hospitalized.

Dist. Atty. John Ensley and was await- 
ing the files on the case which he will 
study before setting future court dates. 


Wildlife Reserve to control flood waters 
on the Upper Wolf River Watershed. 


About 50 persons attended the hear- 


ing, which attracted representatives 
from the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
the Office of Emergency Government, 
Wisconsin Valley Development Corp., 
Wisconsin Power and Light Co., the 
U.S. Coast Guard, and the state 
Department 
of Natural 
Resources 


in addition to officials and citizens of 
cities, towns and Waupaca County. 


Each was given an opportunity to 


discuss his views on flood control dur- 
ing the four-hour session. 


In an attempt to find solutions to the 


flood situation, some proposed coor- 
dination of communications between 
municipalities which have dams, others 
to draw-down on millponds in the fall, 
and still others stricter regulation of 
floodplains and diversion of flood 
waters. 


The most significant and consistent 


question to be heard during the hearing 
was, "Is control of the volume of water 
possible in a flood like early March on 
the upper reaches of the Wolf River and 
its feeder streams from Shawano to 
Fremont?" 


No definite answer seemed to be 


available. Robert Martin, New London 
director of public works, explained that 
his city's problem was on the north side 
of the Wolf River because that portion 
of the city is flat and low and the storm 
sewers flooded. 


"It was impractical to try to dike the 


river around the city limits," he said. 
"All we could do was sandbag in- 
dividual buildings upon request." 


He recommended, as possible solu- 


tions, that the state control dam open- 
ings upriver, make draw-downs in the 
late fall to create reservoirs for spring 


run-off in the Wolf River Watershed 
and to set up a day-to-day communica- 
tion line among communities with 
dams to advise opening and closings as 
well as water level readings. 


Martin was one of several New Lon- 


don men who strongly recommended 
that a spillway be constructed on 
County Trunk X to permit flood waters 
from the Wolf to run into the Mukwa 
Wildlife Reserve. 


Several years ago, when State 54 was 


rerouted north of the city, a 40-foot 
bridge with seven foot underflow 
between the Wolf River and the Muk- 


wa swamp was torn out and replaced 
by a 36-inch culvert to permit the 
Department of Natural Resources to 
pump water, as needed. 


"During the last flood, the water on 


the south side of County Trunk X was 
nine inches lower than on the north 
side," Martin said.

of the Town and Village of Stockbridge 
last week, village officials agreed to 
purchase a new fire truck.

operated jointly by the town and 
village on an equalized valuation basis, 
with the town paying 77 per cent and 
the village 23 per cent.

SEYMOUR—Auditors probing fund 


discrepancies in Seymour's Sewer and 
Water Utility have discovered another 
$357.92 missing from accounts covering 
the last three months of 1972. 


The total shortage for the three- 


month period is $1,442.95, the City 
Council, meeting in special session 
Monday afternoon, was told by LeRoy 
W. Seifert of the Appleton accounting 
firm of Ronald Mattox and Associates. 


A city official, who asked not to be 


identified, had said nearly two weeks 
ago that there is reason to believe 
utility fund shortages will extend 
beyond the three-month period for 
which the council ordered the special 
audit. 


Monday an alderman made brief 


reference to a question involving a 
$1,700 check to the city from Progres- 
sive Farmers of Wisconsin cooperative 
in October, 1971. 


City Atty. Vernon Lubinski and 


Mayor Chris Roepke told The Post- 
Crescent after the council meeting that 
there was a question about the check 
but that the amount involved is not the 
full $1,700. 


At Lubinski's suggestion, further 


council action on the missing utility 
money and a decision on whether to 
look further back and into other ac- 
counts for more missing funds will be 
delayed pending a meeting with the 
Chicago firm that bonded former City 
Clerk Josephine Marnocha. 


Mrs. Marnocha, clerk for more than 


20 years, resigned two weeks ago. Her 
letter of resignation came the same day 
aldermen were informed of missing 
funds in the sewer and water utility. 
She was paid extra to serve as utility 
clerk. 


Lubinski said the city will file a claim 


with the bonding company in an at- 
tempt to recover missing money. 
Although Lubinski refused to reveal 
the amount for which the city clerk is 
bonded, it was learned from reliable 
sources that the bond is for $5,000. 


Action should be stalled pending the 


conference with Western Surety Bond- 
ing Co., Chicago, Lubinski said, 
because "we wouldn't want to jeopar- 
dize any claims against (the firm) since 
that's our principal source of revenue 
now." 


The conference with bonding of- 


ficials probably will be held within a 
few days, Lubinski said. He was in 
contact with the company Monday 
morning.

He declined to speculate on possible 


charges relating to the shortages. The 
council's objective at this point, he 
responded, is to try to determine the 
extent of any discrepancies and to try 
to get reimbursement for the city. 


Shortages were discovered during a 


routine audit that was necessary 
because the city had applied for utility 
rate increases through the Wisconsin 
Public Service Commission. An unof- 
ficial source said it had been a long time 
since the utility was fully audited. 


Seifert presented city officials with a 


worksheet showing that $1,085.03 of 
the missing utility money consisted of 
cash out from deposits in Seymour 
banks the last quarter of 1972. 


The $1,085.03 figure was the 


preliminary loss total given city of- 
ficials two weeks ago. 


Since, then, auditors revealed, it was 


found that a city check for $123.37, to 
cover sewer and water costs at the 
municipal building for the last quarter 
of 1972, was cashed but not deposited 
on Nov. 11,1972. 


And it was discovered that cash and 


two checks paid at the utility office by 
10 customers had not been deposited. 
The total was $234.55. 


The cash payments that could not be 


accounted for represent the entire 
amount of cash paid into the utility 
office for the final quarter of 1972, 
auditors said.

SHAWANO—Forty per cent of the 


property owners in Shawano Lake 
Sanitary District No. 1 cannot afford 
the municipal sewer and water system 
being constructed, according to 
Franklin Winter, co-founder of a ci- 
tizen group seeking to cushion the 
financial blow of the project. 


Even some of his fellow critics say his 


estimate is too high. 


Regardless, the sanitary district 


created five years ago to try to save a 
deteriorating Shawano Lake, lies in an 
area that is anything but wealthy, 
generally speaking. 


From 
the 
standpoint 
of 


unemployment, Shawano County 
probably could be considered an 
economically depressed area, accord- 
ing to a spokesman for the State 
Department of Industry, Labor and 
Human Relations. 


In February, the county had an 


unadjusted jobless rate of 8.8 per cent 
Its unadjusted average unemployment 
rate for 1972 was 7.1 per cent. 


Shawano County qualifies as an area 


of 
"persistent 
and 
substantial 


unemployment," making it eligible for 
special attention from the federal 
Economic Development Administra- 
tion for grants and loans. 


In its controversial $357 adver- 


tisement in the Shawano Evening 
Leader April 16, the commission 
explained that, while it attempted to 
guarantee fair and equitable assess- 
ments for all property owners in the 
district, "...the assessments will wear 
hardest on the working people...and on 
the genuinely poor who live on a fixed 
income." 


The statement continued, "Strangely 


enough, these people, though seriously 
financially strapped, are willing to bear 
the burden more so than are some who 


are in a much better position financially 
to do so." 


Commissioners said the average 


salary of a big sector of the district's 
population is $105 a week. 


Winter, whose total assessment is 


only $900 (a water line will not pass his 
property) said he is fighting for 
property owners hit with bigger levies; 
property owners who, he fears, will be 
"thrown out into the street." 


While commissioners, through their 


president. Carl Carmichael, emphasize 
that they cannot be concerned with 
how the special, local assessments are 
paid, they doubt if anyone will lose his 
business or property. 


While to the casual observer there 


appears to be an abundance of for sale 
signs at residences in the district, Car- 
michael and spokesmen for two major 
Shawano real estate firms said the 
number of properties for sale is no 
greater than during the spring of most 


any year. One broker said there might 
be a few more mobile homes for sale. 


The commission has not set a penalty 


for late payment of special assess- 
ments, of which the initial payment is 
due July 1. Property on which the as- 
sessments remain delinquent can be 
placed on the county tax rolls and be 
sold for payment. 
The commission has advised poor 


and elderly property holders to attempt 
to get low interest home improvement 
loans through the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration. 
Lee Dobberstein, director of the FHA 


Shawano office, said many people have 
taken the commission's advice. 


People who qualify for FHA loans of 


up to $3,500 money at conventional 
lending institutions, usually because 
of inability to repay under standard 
interest and maturity rates. Dobber- 
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Nixon recognizes Watergate 


"We never are but by ourselves betrayed" 


Congreve 


President Nixon sought manfully to pull himself and what is 


left of his Administration out of the area of suspicion and 
distrust that has been building over Watergate. Whether or not 
he succeeds depends more upon the new Attorney General Eliot 
Richardson and the progress of investigation of the scandal than 
upon the President's speech. 


Mr. Nixon accepted responsibility for the affair but he made it 


clear that he was not accepting the blame. He attempted some 
soothing of the press with a lukewarm mention of the vigorous 
free press which may echo hollowly to those who have wit- 
nessed the attempts of his Administration to muzzle and belittle 
it. He most definitely tried to turn the attention of his viewers to 
what he termed more important things such as the dangers of 
inflation and the need for generations of peace. He tried to 
portray himself as a man beset with such massive worldwide 
problems that he permitted such a trivial thing as his re-election 
campaign to be managed by minions. 


But along the way he may have missed the point It has not 


been so much the American system of justice that has been 
questioned as the Nixon Administration way of running the 
government. It's the honor part of that peace with honor that 
has been in doubt for many of us all along. As the President 
urged, men should be considered innocent until proven guilty. 
But it has all taken too long to get to the Oval Room of the White 
House to bear credence. 


Perhaps Mr. Nixon did not know what was going on at the 


White House. Most of us tend to believe that which we want to 
believe. But there are many unanswered questions. Explaining 
that others have been overzealous in campaigns does not 
answer them. Americans do not blindly follow leaders who ask 
for trust without evidence that they are worthy. In Washington 
right now the evidence is lacking. 


Too big a job? 


The Watergate situation has brought up a question in the 


United States that may be a major one and did not start with this 
Administration nor does it depend upon the character or errors 
or philosophy of White House aides. Is the Presidency simply too 
big a job today for one man? 


Unless the President is dissimulating, Jhe has by his own 


admission just found out about Watergate. This may seem 
impossible to the regular newspaper reader, even the one who 
merely scans the headlines, or the television news adherent. But 
Mr. Nixon has been protected from outside irrelevancies, 
apparently mainly by E. R. Haldeman. Whether the latter's 
judgment was poor or otherwise swayed"in this particular case 
does not change the fact that the President of the United States 
has a tremendous volume of facts to survey and from which to 
draw instant conclusions and formulate actions. 


John Kennedy apparently did not know the entire 


background of events which led up to the travesty at the Bay of 
Pigs. He may have been supplied with the, wrong set of statistics 
which led him to begin that ill-advised adventure in Vietnam. 
Lyndon Johnson was not aware of the extent of protest to the 
war in this country or the bottomless pit in Southeast Asia until 
Clark Clifford became Secretary of State and told him so. Other 
issues, such as the extent of drug use, youth disillusion, family 
crises, even environmental concerns seem not to have found 
ready entry into White House discussions in the last four years. 
Until the I.T.T. business broke, the government did not appear to 
be aware of a lot of problems this country is having with Latin 
American relations. 


A President simply does not have time to pour over a dozen 


newspapers at breakfast, read the myriad of reports, surveys, 
programs for action proposals and plans on all the needs of the 
nation. He must have experts in various fields and accept their 
findings. But since he obviously cannot rely on the experts, how 
does he receive contrary opinions, unorthodox points of view, 
the complaints and grievances of Americans who have no 
special lobby in their behalf? 


The nation can't go back to the days when ordinary citizens 


could have a personal appointment with the President of the 
United States. The country is too big, too wealthy, too strong, 
too involved. Its internal workings must depend to a large extent 
upon computerized facts and impersonal findings. 


But a President who is shielded too much from critical 


opinion, who is isolated from opposing points of view, becomes 
the prisoner of those who seek to protect him. Under those 
circumstances he is almost certain to make mistakes. That's 
what happened to the last three presidents. 


A scarcity of raw materials 


The emphasis has been on the growing shortage of petroleum 


products and the coming crisis of energy. But the United States 
is heading for scarcity in a number of resources currently 
essential for a great deal of its industry. 


A senior fellow at the Overseas Development Council in 


Washington, Lester Brown, points out how heavily this nation 
must depend upon imports in the future. "U.S. imports of energy 
fuels and minerals in 1970 cost us $8 billion, but this is projected 
to increase to $31 billion by 1985 and to $64 billion by 2000." By 
that time we will have to import more than half of the amounts 
we use of 12 of the 13 basic raw materials upon which much of 
our industry —and our economy and way of life —depend. Such 
massive imports will squeeze even more our delicate balance of 
payments which right now are causing the White House a lot of 
concern and in part led to the dollar devaluation. Can those 
imported raw materials be made into enough products for 
export to help the balance? So far, it isn't working for the simple 
reason that Americans consume five times as much resources as 
the world average. Put another way, we consume almost 30 per 
cent of the world's total raw materials produced and we have 
only 6 per cent of the world's population. 


The trouble also is that we simply don't have the raw 


materials. We produce about half as much iron ore as the Soviet 
Union and we are the leading copper producing nation with a 
good lead. But we are also the top copper importing nation. We 
have relatively small reserves of aluminum, fast running out 
virtually no tin or manganese. 


Nor does the United States operate in a vacuum tradewise 


without political or economic relation to other countries. Japan 
and Western Europe, also leading industrial nations, are going to 
continue the increase in mineral imports if they can find them 
and pay for them. The competition and the price will be more 
severe. The underdeveloped nations which in the past have 
permitted resource exploitation now want a bigger piece of the 
financial pie. As they improve standards of living, they will also 
need more of the resources. Nationalism in many of the 
developing countries has changed relationships. It isn't enough 
any more merely to pay a reasonable price for a product. 
Diplomacy enters the picture. The nationalization of U.S. 
controlled companies in Peru and Chile is an example of the 
failure of political maneuvers. 


What's the answer? It probably will be dictated by cost When 


products become too expensive, the market will fall off. The only 
other alternative, according to Professor Wilfred Malenbaum of 
the Wharton school and author of a report for the National 
Commission on Materials Policy, is for the underdeveloped 
countries to increase their production immensely. But even if 
that happens, everything will cost more. 
>*<

Public utility regulation takes new turn 


MADISON — In the quiet offices of the 


Wisconsin Public Service Commission, men 
recently put in control are imposing rules on 
the public utilities of Wisconsin that are caus- 
ing more concern in the executive suites of the 
gas, power and other public service companies 
than at any time within memory. 


Perhaps their only comparable experience 


was in the 1930s, when David LHienthal was 
imported into the state to run the commission 
to suit the populist ideas of the LaFollette party. 


The new leader of the commission is William 


Eich, a youthful, quiet man who was one of the 
back office lawyers of the slate Department of 
Justice when Gov. Lucey picked him two years 
ago to head the agency. Its history goes back to 
the pioneering adoption of railroad rate 
regulation under pressure of the Granger 
movement in the 19th Century. Since that time 
Lucey has also named to a commission seat his 
close friend and long-time political collabora- 
tor, Richard Cudahy of Milwaukee. 


Padrutt is dissenter 


Arthur Padrutt, the former chairman and the 


senior member of the commission with a record 
of 17 years there, is now reduced to the role of 
lonely dissenter. 


Signs of more rigorous, and as the utility men 


see it, unfair supervision and control had been 
visible for months in a succession of me- 
ticulously composed orders affecting major 


electric power companies and, in a different 
degree, the Wisconsin Telephone Co. 


But the strong turnabout was not generally 


noticed. The commission is one of the few 
major state agencies that has not troubled to 
put a press agent on its staff, although it 
probably has more justification for such a 
functionary than most. Moreover, the volume 
of its rulings and orders is so great that most of 
them receive only fragmentary treatment on 
the press wires. 


What the Eich commission has done is not 


directly related to the issue of rate of return of 
the utilities for the benefit of their stockholders. 
Any restriction there would be futile in a time" 
when the utilities are forced to expand through 
the requirements of technology and growing 
production demands, and must compete for 
huge sums of new capital to finance plant 
replacement and enlargement 


The commission, in effect, has put the in- 


dustry on notice that it must help to attain 
profits goals by altering the method.of opera- 
tions. 


Now utilities are warned in the Wisconsin Gas 


Co. case, involving the company that serves the 
big Milwaukee area market that the state is 
determined to control strictly expenditures for 
sales promotion. 


Cite energy crisis 


At a time when there is nationwide concern 


about the adequacy of energy reserves, the 
commission has said in effect it cannot permit 
advertising or other sales promotion that has 
the objective of encouraging more energy 
consumption. 


In. the Milwaukee case, the commission 


struck down more than $1.2 million budgeted 
sales promotion expense. It bore down even 
more emphatically on the idea of "institutional 
advertising" by reducing that budgeted item by 
55 per cent 
Eich concedes, although almost reluctantly, 


that some degree of customer communication 
is justified, as in matters of safety, service and 
energy use. But then he repeats for emphasis: "I 
remain wholly unconvinced that utility sales 
promotion has any place in today's scheme of 
things." 
The new commission head has kept up a 


drumfire of criticism also about what is known 
as good will promotion about which he says in 
the style of an editorialist: 


"Here the product being hawked is not utility 


service, but the corporate image." 


The issue of energy conservation is not here 


involved, but Eich and the commission now 
assert the conviction that "such expenses 
generally benefit the shareholder rather than 
the ratepayer and should be borne* accord- 
ingly." A new era in state regulatory policy 
has clearly begun, and with a bang.

on major new social legislation, after 
months of angry wrangling about 
domestic spending programs. The 
President promised not to veto a 
comprehensive act setting up new ser- 
vices for the nation's elderly, although 
he had vetoed a similar but more ex- 
pensive measure last year. 


The bill represented a significant 


break in the stalemate between 
Congress and the White House. But 
everybody was so preoccupied with the 
Watergate, floods and food prices that 
hardly anybody under the age of 60 
paid any attention. 


U also demonstrated that although 


Congress has been unable to override 
the president's vetoes, organized public 
pressure and bipartisan Congressional 
cooperation can still force the President 
up against the wall on important issues. 


Nixon drops objections 


The President 
abandoned 
the 


philosophical objections he had raised 
to the original bill, and the compromise 
version contained all but one of the 
original proposed programs. Congress, 
for its part, sharply cut back the scope 
of the programs by trimming the 
original authorization by $1.4 billion 
and by not providing fixed dollar 
authorizations for several of the new 
services. That means, in effect, the 
Congressional Appropriations commit- 
tees will argue about the amount of the 
financing later. 


The White House, in agreeing to 


negotiate with Congress over this act 
seemed to be responding to the lobby- 
ing campaign mounted by the National 
Council of Senior Citizens (NCSC), the 
American Association of Retired Per- 
sons, and other organizations for the 
elderly. For instance, the NCSC, which 
has 3,000 clubs and more than three 
million members,.organized an effort to 
override an anticipated Nixon veto 
months ago. (Passage of the bill in some 
form was never in doubt.) 


The elderly pelted Congressmen with 


postcards and visits, and more support 
was evidenced for this bill than any yet 
considered this year. "This was a very 
popular measure," NCSC Director 
William Hutton said. "The President 
had to be unsure of himself on this 
one." 


Hutton is pleased with the bill despite 


the limited funding. He points out that 
it initiates vital new services for the 
elderly and he is confident Congress will 
provide adequate financing in time. 


Eagleton is skeptical

ing, called the changes in the bill "lar- 
gely cosmetic."

ing blocks, you will need the 
cores from some rolls of 
paper towels and some pieces 
of cardboard two inches long 
and 1 1/4 inches wide. When 
properly prepared, these 
materials can be formed into 
a variety of structures— 
skycrapers, towers, bridges 
and so on. 


As the first step, cut the

1-inch circles 


towel cores into one-inch 
sections (Figure 1), 11 per 
core. Next, cut four 1/4-inch 
slits into the edges of each 
segment as in Figure 2. 


The third step is to cut a 


supply of cards two inches 
long by 1 1/4 inches wide. To 
assemble a structure, fit these 
cards into the slits in the 
towel core segments as 
shown in Figure 3. 


Extra eye-appeal can be 


given

materials by coloring the core 
segments one color and the 
cards a different color. This 
will make the structures fan- 
cier in appearance.
